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compel  us  to  notice  the  blemishes  of  a  Brougham.  We  reject  with

disgust  the  vulgarpractice  of  bepmising  all  on  one  side,  and  befouling 
all  on  the  other. — This  by  way  of  imparlance;  and  now  to  revert  to 
the  bourne  whence  no  suitor  ever  returns — Chancery.  Amoii^th 
eulogistic  personalities,  which  were  as  abundant  as  usual  on  Tliursday 
night,  was  this  daring  assertion,  uttered  by  Mr  Suqden — 

**  The  accusation  which  had  been  brought  against  the  late  liord  Chan¬ 
cellor  (Ki.oon;  as  to  the  distribution  of  his  patronage,  was,  m  his  judg¬ 
ment,  most  unfounded.  He  had  observed  that  Noble  Lord's  uistnbution> 
and  he  felt  himself  bound  to  state,  in  justice  to  iiim,  that  it  was  impartial 
and  fair,  and  extended  to  those  who  were  most  worthy  of  it." 

We  leave  the  readers  to  apply  the  appropriate  monosyllable,  whidi 
it  is  not  esteemed  decorous  to  write.  Where  instances  are  copious, 
the  choice  of  them  is  diflicult ;  but  we  will  allude  to  one  case  which 
excludes  all  differences  of  opinion — Has  Mr  SucDEN  .ever  heard  of 
MrllouPEL*s  claims,  and  the  history  of  their  neglect?  So  much,  and 
much  more,  with  reference  to  which  we  cannot  load  our  paper,  in  the 
way  of  omission ;  then  for  commission — of  latp  years  how  few  were 
the  promotions  in  the  Masters*  Offices  and  the  Puisne,  Judgeships 
which  were  not  positively  disgraceful.  As  for  the  Masterships,  we  do 
not  recognise  one  creditable  exceptj^.  They  have  all  been  jobs  of 
one  sort  or  another. 

The  result  of  Mr  Taylor’s  imHipV  of  course  that  which  is  to 
be  expected — a  defeat,  but  by  no  considerable  majority.  The  abuse 
is  not  yet  sufficiently  rotten  to  fall  to  the,  gjround  without  agitation^ 
like  the  Corporation  and  Test  Acts.  One  d^yfit  will  share  their  fate, 
and  then  people  will  wonder  that  it  dropped  without  a  blow.  .  Sucli 
however  is  the  apoplexy  of  abuses.

much  more  trying,  lukewarm  support,  or  cast  down  by  a  shameful 
Urtie-serving  desertion.  The  support  of  Mr  Canning  rendered  it 
necessary  last  year  that  Mr  Brougham  should  insultingly  resist  Mr 
Taylor’s  motion  for  Chancery  Reform,  as  he  had  for  the  same 
excellent  reason  insultingly  resisted  Mr  Hume’s  motion  for  the  Repeal 
of  one  of  the  oppressive  Six  Acts;  MrTAYLOR  however  did  not  seem 
to  think  this  abandonment  and  hostility  fatal  to  the  cause  of  truth  and 
justice^  and  he  manfully  maintained  his  ground  amidst  the  jeers  and 
sarcasms  of  apostate  friends,  and  the  approbation  of  all  honest  and 
right-thinking  men;  We  now  see  him  again  undertaking  the  same 
labour,  and  tinder  less  adverse  circumstances;  for'it  is  a  sad  truth, 
that  there  are  objects  of  immediate  public  utility,  the  attainment  of 
wluoh  is  less  difficult' under  a  Welunctqn  than  it  was  under  a 
Carr  INC  Adminjs^tration.  Our  patriots  are  not  now  afraid  of  pro¬ 
moting,  any  jg9oJ  lest  it  should  hurt  the  Prime  Minister. 

We'  bav^  so  often  discussed  the  Chancery  question,  that  we  think  it 
unnecessary  now  to  enter  into  any  minute  analysis  of  the  discussion 
of  Thursday  night.  We  long  ago  suggested  the  division  of  the  office 
of  Lord  Cbao'c^or,  whose  duties  are  confessed  to  be  too  various  for' 
their  perfofrpadte.  Mr  Michael  Angelo  Taylor  asks, 

“  Why  should  laot  the  Lord  CnAxcEi.LOR  be  made  merely  a  JuJge  of 
Appeal,  and  the  occupier  of  the  Woolsack  in  the  House  of  Lords:  in  that 
case  appeals  would  ne  Unger  be  the  fictitious  mockeries  that, they  were  at 
present,  appealing  from  the  CluMUtellor  in  a  lie  wig.  to  the  Chauceilor  in  a 
loll  bottom,  lOirA  a  srwrhfr  MisJtop  on  one  side  of  him,  and  a  Scotch  Peer 
on  the  other,  and  Path  toishing  hint  and  the  Appeal  at  the  Devil.** 

.fW  grftfdiie  fiorce  at  least  uf  this  description  will  not  be  disputed. 

1  WIIosacbTwiss  made  a  speech  containing  many  sensible  obser- 
HlUtis,  and  some  valuable  suggestions.  Having  proposed  arrange- 
mBnb  improving  the  efficiency  of  the  Exchequer  and  the  Rolls

leading  Counsel  would  no  longer  he  drawn  aside  from  their  endeavour  to  do 
the  busiuess  in  the  manner  w'hich  is  best,  by  a  perpetual  goading  to  do  it  in 
the  mauaer  which  is  quickest ;  for  really,  in  the  present  day,  from  the  pres¬ 
sure  of  the  work,  the  question  with  the  public  was  no  longer  whether  this  or 
that  JutUe  or  Counsel  did  his  business  usefully  for  the  suitors — not  whether 
he  brought  out  fully,  and  with  their  due  weight,  all  tlie  material  points  in 
each  case ;  the  quesliQD  was  only,  liow  much  business  does  lie  get  through  } 
"^e  consequence  is,  undoubtedly,  that  a  few  individuals  evince  great  facul- 
tiei  and  arrive  at  great  emoluments;  but  he  teas  persuaded,  that  it  would  Jte 
better,  not  only  for  the  public,  but  even  for  the  liar  themselves,  that  the 
bntiueuof  tnen  in  leading  situations  were  less  than  it  is,  so  that  their  lei- 
•utt  night  be  something  more.  'The  present  slate  of  the  profession  a//ozcjr 
NO  time,  as  a  liberal  profession  ought,  for  the  general  cultivation  and 
improvement  of  the  mind— nor  for  keeping  up  with  the  common  current  of 
for  needful  exercise  and  rest.

Riigiaal 'Court,  and  the  appellate  tribunals  of  Uie  Lord  Cii  ANCELLOR." 

It  fives  US  extreme  pleasure  to  be  able  to  quote  thus  advantageously 
win  tbe  speech  of  a  gentleman  whom  we  have  not  been  accustomed 
h>  praise.  Our  system  is,  to  the  best  of  our  judgment,  one  of  strict 
and^  we  sliall  never  hesitate,  from  any  party  feeling,  to  com- 
censure  a  friend.  Truth,  whencesoever  it  proceeds, 
have  our  acknowledgment,  nor  will  we  ever  ask  whether  anything 
come  eut  of  Nazareth.  A  general  character  raises  a  rational 
PJwi^pljon  of  general  conduct ;  but  the  particular  exceptions,  wheh- 
wey  ooeor,  we  shall  always  be  ready  and  glgd  to  admit.

LONDON  SESSIONS— GROUNDS  FOR  REFUSING  A 

LICENCE. 

[The  subjoined  case  of  cruelty  has  given  universal  disgust.  A  Pub-  • 
lican  of  good  character  is  reduced  to  poverty  by  the  refusal  of  certaia  ^ 
Aldermen  to  sign  a  certificate;  and  having  been  thus  reduced  to  ^ 
poverty,  his  poverty  is  made  a  reason  for  the  completion  of  his  ruin 
by  tbe  denial  of  a  lic6nce.  Tlie  morality,  it  will  be  observed,  is  j 
strictly  civic,  lu  the  single  word  poor  is  summed  up  every  objection 
against  a  man.  “  Tlic  man  who  has  not  momy  in  his  purse  for 
treason’s  stratagems  and  spoils :  let  no  sucli  men  be  licensed.”  .  Wo 
should  like  to  learn  in  what  consists  the  heavy  offence  often  urged  ^ 
against  Publicans,  of  having  benches  at  their  doors.  Are  bencrieR 
immoral,  or  irreligious,  or  unsocial,  or  impolitic,  or  what  is  the  nature 
of  tbe  objection  to  them  ?]  ^ 

Mr  Alley  applied  to  the  Court  (which  consisted  of  Sir  John  Pzrrino, 
the  Record tn,  and  Aldermen  Key  and  Faheuroi her),  for  a  licence  ia^ 
behalf  of  Henry  Cable,  the  landlord  of  the  Rose  and  Crown  public-house,*^ 
Queenhithe.  The  house  had  been  licensed  fur  many  years,  but  lately  the  . 
landlord  had  fallen  into  pecuniary  difficulties,  and  the  Alderman  of  the 
ward  (V^enables)  had  refused  to  certify  on  the  last  licensing  day,  on  which ^ 
account  the  licence  had  been  refused.  The  circumstances  were  not  a  little 
singular.  The  appellant,  a  most  industrious  man,  had,  in  January  1827»  . 
agreed  to  purcha.se  the  lease  for  COO/.,  at  a  rental  of  45/.  a-year,  the  pre¬ 
mium  to  he  paid  by  instalments  of  25/.  a-quarter,  with  interest.  He  paid 
down  200/.  on  account  of  the  fixtures,  furniture,  and  stock,  and  gave  a 
warrant  of  attorney  to  secure  the  due  payment  of  the  balance,  and  he  took  t 
up  bis  freedom  at  an  expense  of  42/.  IOj.  Unfortunately,  his  busirteaa  was 
not  ilourishing,  and  he  forfeited  his  agreement  for  the  lease,  and  wax 
plunged  in -other  embarrasmeots.  He  therefore  was  induced  to  endeavour  * 
to  dispose  of  the  house  to  relieve  himself.  Several  offers  were  hut 

the  alderman  of  the  ward  having  refused  to  grant  the  certificate,  the  credi-^ 
tors  seized  and  sold  his  goods  and  fixtures  at  a  great  loss.  If  the  appellant 
had  the  licence,  he  would  be  enabled  to  obtain  a  comfortable  livelihood  ^  bilt'^ 
if  the  Court  refused  to  grant  it,  fbut  such  an  act  of  injustice  and  inhumanity’ 
could  not  be  speculated  upon),  his  ruin  would  be  inevitable.  He  had 
ducted  the  house  with  the  utmost  propriety,  and  there  could  be  no  exemw 
for  wllhholdtng  the  only  means  he  had  of  obtaining  a  subsistence*’ 
The  learned  counsel  then  presented  a  petition  representing  the  particulars 
of  the  case.  * 

Tlie  Common  Serjiant  %pp^re4  on  tbe  part  of  the  City  to  oppose  the 
application.  He  thought  it  unnecesiary  to  go  fiuther  than  the  appellaota*  ^ 
own  admission,  that  he  had  broken  hia  contract,  by  which  be  had  l<Mt  idl*

latest  publication  relative  to  Spanish  America  is  Bbattpot^s 
Mexican  lOuitratioiis,  This  gentleman,  who  quitted  the  Coldstream 
Guards,  in  which  be  held  a  commission,  in  order  to  engage  in  mining 
speculations  in  Mexico,  in  a  dedication  to  the  Duke  of  Cambridge 
and  his  former  brother  officers,  records  it  as  his  ffrm  and  nnbiassM 
opinion,  that  the  soldierly  profession,  which  he  quaintly  denominates 
“  the  profession  of  killing  without  murder,*^  is  the  “  most  satitfootory,*  • 
most  honourable,  and  the  least  mercenary  mode  of  attaining  rank  and 
fortune.’'  This  observation,  in  the  first  page  of  the  book,  is  sufficient 
entirely  to  settle  expectation  as  to  the  success  of  Mr  Bbavfot’s  min* 
ing  views.  To  do  nim  justice,  however,  he  troubles  us  with  neither 
detail  or  complaint  upon  this  score,  confining  himself  Co ’’cursory 
remarks  on  the  present  state  of  Mexico,  and  other  particulars  concern* 
ing  that  country,  which  he  has  drought  of  a  nature  to  correct  exagge* 
ration  in  other  quarters,  or  to  be  in  themselves  amusing.  Mr  Bbau* 
For  executes  his  task  with  a  considerable  pordon  of  quaint  humour, 
which  is  chiefly  vented  in  a  species  of  caricature  of  the  very  odd  state 
of  society  in  this  ioi-^isarU  republic,  which,  it  must  be  confessed,  Is* 
very  unsettled.  Low  as  roost  travellers  place  the  moral  tone  In* 
the  Spanish  American  Republics,  we  have  been  startled  by  some  of 
Che  descriptions  of  Mr  Bbaufot  ;  and  althou^  he  pledges  himself  to 
their  accuracy,  we  cannot  help  slightly  opining  that  he  occasionally' 
describes  from  extremes  or  exceptions.  He  however  admits  dmt 
refinement  is  rapidly  increasing,  owing  to  *the  more  constant  inter¬ 
course  with  foreigners.  Like  most  of  the  speculative  politicians  of  tho 
United  States.  Mr  Beaufot  thinks  that  nothing  short  of  military 


United  States,  Mr  Beaofot  thinks  that  nothing  short  of  military 
means ‘"will  govern  this  republic  for  a  long  time  to  come,  everything 
like  public  virtue  or  principle  being  out  of  the  question ;  and  here 
again  we  suspect  exaggeration.  On  the  whole,  the  book  is  amusing, 
and  contains  information  which  in  commercial  and  other  points  oT 
view  is  worth  attending  to. 

We  have  been  tolerably  well  amused  by  a  brief  poetical  satire, 
entitled  The  Man  of  Ton.  attributed,  we  are  told,  to  Sir  John  Paul. 
It  describes  the  career  of  a  hopeful  youth  of  gentility,  from  school  to 
his  arrival  at  the  goal  which  to  frequently  terminates  the  follies  of 
young  men  of  fortune,  who  aspire  to  become  leaders  in  the  volatile, 
and  dangerous  career  of  modern  fashionable  dissipation.  There  is  no 
deficiency  either  in  point  or  humour ;  but  tho  expression  is  sometime 
feeble,  and  a  lack  or  energy  and  consistency  in  the  censure  and  reproof 
is  much  too  evident.  The  catastrophe  is  also  bad ;  it  is  not  vice,  but 
an  accident,  which  consummates  the  hero's  wretchedness.  Its  chief 
value,  indeed,  consists  in  a  tolerable  display  of  the  insipid  notbingnssa 
of  the  progress  of  a  gemilne  Bou^  from  youth,  not  to  age,  but  to  ruin. 

Among  other  light  or  amusing  productions  which  have  reached  us 
this  week,  it  Dr  Drabe's  collection  of  Memorialt  qf  Shakapear,  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  series  of  Sketches  of  his  Character  and  Genius,  from  various 
Writers,  includiug  the  Collector  himself.  The  avowed  object  of  the

To  those  who  are  convinced,  with  ourselves,  that  our  delegated  and 
drcuitous  mode  of  governing  India  is  in  many  respects  as  defective  as 
it  is  anomalous,  we  recommend  Part  I  of  a  work  entitled  India,  by 
Mr  Rick  A  EDS.  It  consists  of  a  series  of  facts  submitted  to  illustrate 
the  character  and  condition  of  Uie  native  inhabitants,  with  a  view  of 
esposing  the  fallacy  and  sinister  design  of  much  of  the  representation 
which  is  employed  to  shut  up  India  from  the  British  public.  Mr 
Bickaeds  shows,  from  undouDted  authority,  that  tlie  separation  of 
castes  is  neither  so  rigid,  nor  the  prejudices  of  the  natives  so  insur- 
noountable,  as  it  is  convenient  to  represent  them.  Unhappily,  as  in  an 
island  nearer  home,  it  is  the  real  or  fancied  interest  of  the  a^ndant  few 
to  impede  even  the  improvement  and  amalgamation  which  might  be 
safely  effected.  It  is  still  more  obviously  an  object,  to  keep  up  a  notion 
that  the  population  of  llindostan  is  so  constituted  as  never  to  upire 
to  the  lusuries  and  conveniences  of  life,  in  order  to  prove  that  it  will 
never  afford  a  material  theatre  for  general  manufacturing  or  commer> 
cUl  speculation.  While  however  Mr  Rickards  admiu  the  abject 
poverty  and  few  wants  of  the  great  body  of  natives,  he  appears  to 
ns  to  snow,  in  a  very  convincing  manner,  that  the  poverty  is  by  no 
loeans  voluntary,  ancf  that  they  are  open  to  the  usual  excitements  to 
exertion  of  other  people.  The  truth  is,  that  the  Company  would 
willingly  confine  commerce,  in  this  quarter,  to  exactly  the  quantum  it 
can  itself  undertake ;  and  nothing  produces  so  much  alarm  as  the 
continued  increase  of  private  trade  in  comparison  with  its  own.  Ren¬ 
dered  every  year  more  decided  and  striking,  tlie  inference,  that  the 
manufiicturinff  and  commercial  interests  opposed  to  the  monopoly

most  precious  in  joy  or  in  sorrow !  And  is  it  come  to  this,  that  the 
drama  is  accounted  vulgar  by  the  vulgar,  and  that  we  are  to  cut  our 
old  acquaintances  the  players,  those  who  have  thrown  a  light  upon 
the  morning,  noon,  and  evening  of  our  day,  gay  creatures  of  the 
element,  that  live  i’  th’  rainbow  and  play  in  the  plighted  clouds,*’ 
and  who  have  taken  us  so  many  hundred  times  to  sit  and  laugh  with 
them,  or  shed  tears  such  as  angels  weep,”  at  a  height  where  we 
could  look  down  at  the  sordid  of  the  earth — and  at  a  universe  of 
Operas,  with  their  naked^uron/ef,  and  sense  and  soul  muffled  up 
in  sound  to  suit  the  callous  taste  or  ranker  gpist  of  ears  polite !  \Ve 
may  have  said  all  this  before ;  and  here  lies  the  misfortune  of  our 
office.  A  theatrical  audience  is  supposed  to  vary  every  night ;  the 
rea(]Ung  public  is  assumed  to  be  always  the  same  body.  We  could 
praise  Mr  Charles  Kemble’s  acting  in  Young  Mirabel  every  time 
he  does  it,  and  are  always  glad  to  think  he  is  going  to  play  what  does 
such  credit  to  his  art  and  gives  such  pleasure  to  others ;  but  we  can 
say  nothing  about  it,  having  once  expressed  our  opinion  to  that  effect. 
An  actor  repeats  a  favourite  part  till  farther  notice ;  a  singer  may  be 
encored  in  an  air  as  often  as  his  friends  please ;  thank  God,  we  have 
stock-pieces  that  never  wear  out:  but  who  ever  ventured  upon  reviving 
a  defunct  criticism?  It  might  pass  with  the  million,  but  some  good- 
natured  friend  would  betray  us.  The  writer’s  secret  would  be  found 
out,  and.  he  would  be  had  up  as  an  impostor.  Nevertheless,  having 
ineditated  a  new  criticism  (or  eulogy,  for  it  is  the  same  thing)  on  Mr 
Kean’s  Othello,  and  the  overflowing  houses  having  excluded  us 
from  the  Free-List,  we  venture  upon  borrowing  an  old  one;  and  if 
we  were  to  try,  we  do  not  know  that  we  could  mend  our  draught, 

Mr  Kean’s  Othello  is,  we  suppose,  the  finest  piece  of  aeting  in 
the  world.  It  is  impossible  either  to  describe  or  praise  it  tidequately. 
We  have  never  seen  any  actor  so  wrought  upon — so  ‘  perplexed  in 
the  extreme,’  The  energy  of  passion,  as  it  expresses  itself  in  action, 
is  not  the  most  terrific  part ;  it  is  the  agony  of  his  soul,  shewing  itself 
in  looks  and  tones  of  voice.  In  one  part,  where  he  listens  in  dumb 
despair  to  the  fiend-like  insinuations  of  logo,  he  presented  the  very 
face,  the  marble  aspect  of  Dante’s  Count  Ugolino,  On  his  fixed 
eye-lids  *  horror  sat  plumed.’  In  another  part,  where  a  gleam  of 
hope  or  of  tenderness  returns  to  subdue  the  tumult  of  his  passions, 
his  voice  broke  in  faulterinir  accents  from  his  ovfirchar<red  breasL 


q^Xoufiicturing  and  commercial  interests  opposed  to  the 
sfiU  not  much  longer  be  fettered  by  its  restrictions,  cannot  he  avoided ;

and  Mr  John  Reeve  in  the  immortal  Major  Sturgeon,  Why 
then  did  we  take  no  notice  of  thi  m  ?  Notice  we  have  taken,  but  it 
hat  b^n  with  «  our  mind’s  eye,”  in  «  our  heart’s  core.”  Ill  will  it 
ftre  with  us,  when  we  do  not  cast  a  sidelong  glance  at  those  pregnant 
abridgments,  the  play-bills,  and  when  their  flaunting  contents,  that 
unfold  to  us  the  map  of  our  life,  no  longer  excite  a  smile  or  a  sigh. 
Any  one  who  pleases  may  then  write  our  epitaph,  though  it  will  not 
M  woiw  writing.  At  such  a  season,  for  instance,  we  saw  MrsSiUDONS 
m  such  a  part  for  the  first  time;  in  such  another,  Kemblb  walked 
with  regal  air  acroes  the  sUge,  and  his  sUtely  brow  needed  no  diadem 
to  set  It  off ;  in  such  a  charaaer  BiMiiiSTEa  was  in  all  his  glory ;  in 
that,  SuETT  vented  his  resistless  folly;  here,  Muvden  ‘  '

TEST  AND  CORPORATION  ACTS. 

Lord  Kino  presented  a  petition  which,  he  said,  afforded  him  the  greatest 
satisfaction.  It  was,  he  believed,  the  first  of  the  kind ;  it  was  a  petition 
from  the  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  England,  Protestant  Dissenters,  and 
Catholics,  of  Craythorn  in  Yorkshire,  praying  for  a  repeal  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  Test  Acts,  and  all  laws  imposing  tests  on  account  of  religion. 
The  petition  was  full  of  the  purest  Christian  charity — a  charity  which  did 
the  i^itioners  great  credit. 

Lord  Holland  moved  the  order  of  the  day  fur  the  House  going  into  a 
Committee  on  the  Bill  to  repeal  the  Test  and  Corporation  Acts. 

The  Earl  of  RosEithHiiY,  in  supporting  the  Bill,  showed  how  the  people 
of  Scotland  were  wronged  by  the  Test  Laws,  which  prevented  them  from 
holding  offices  in  the  army  and  navy,  or  civil  offices  under  the  Crown,  in 
ipite  of  the  Act  of  Union,  which  expressly  declared  that  the  people  of  Scot¬ 
land  were  e^ual  in  all  rights  and  privileges  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  other 
parts  of  the  island. 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  said  the  construction  of  the  Act  of  Union,  as  regarded 
Scotland,  was  “  an  excessively  delicate  question.”  If  the  Scotch  were  shut 
out  of  offices  in  England  by  the  Test  Laws,  the  English  were  excluded  with 
equal  jealousy  from  offices  in  Scotland  by  the  law  which  compelled  persons 
taking  office  there  to  subscribe  to  the  confession  of  faith  of  the  Kirk  of  Scot¬ 
land.  The  Learned  Lord  then  adverted  to  the  Bill  before  the  House,  and 
to  the  support  which  it  had  received  from  the  Bishops.  He  remarked,  that 
if  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  repeal  of  the  Test  Laws  could  be  found  out  by 
those  who  were  bound  to  preserve  the  Established  Church,  he  most  only 
say,  that  the  march  of  intellect  had  made  more  progress  among  others  than 
in  ^  the  bumble  individual  who  had  then  the  honour  to  address  their  Lord- 
ships.  The  march  of  intellect  however  was  sometimes  very  slow :  he 
recollected  that  from  1662  to  1828,  a  period  almost  of  two  centuries,  there 
never  had  been  found  any  among  those  who  were  bound  to  take  care  of  the 
Established  Church,  except  now  and  then  an  individual,  who  conceived 
that  the  Test  Act  was  a  desecration  of  the  Sacrament.  ITieir  Lordships 
would  recollect,  that  his  Majesty  on  the  Throne  came  under  an  obligation 
to  preserve  the  Presbyterian  Church  inviolate ;  he  also  came  under  a 
similar  obligation  as  to  the  Church  of  England ;  and  yet  thousands  of  his 
subjects,  in  their  petitions,  said  that  it  was  a  degradation  to  them  to  take  the 
same  tests  as  their  King,  (//ear,  hear!)  He  maintained  that  these  acts  were 
part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  country,  as  it  was  established  at  the  Revo¬ 
lution.  (Hear,  hear !)  As  to  his  friends  the  Scotch,  in  whose  neighbour* 
hood  he  was  himself  born,  he  really  thought  they  had  no  great  right  to 
complain  of  these  acts.  They  surely  had  a  fair  share  of  English  offices. 

laugh.  J  It  had  been  his  fate  to  live  in  perilous  times,  and  he  knew  the 
importance  of  taking  precautionary  measures.  He  would  take  leave  to  tell 
their  Lordships,  that  of  all  persons  living,  those  who  had  the  guardianship 
of  the  Church  of  England  were  the  last  that  should  adopt  any  measure 
tending  to  reproduce  the  miseries  from  which  we  were  delivered  by  the  Acts 
DOW  proposed  to  be  repealed ;  and  he  would  add,  that  if  they  shook  the 
Constitution  to  the  ground,  they  would  look  in  vain  for  a  restoration  of 
either  the  Monarchy  or  the  Church,  such  as  the  nation  had  the  happiness 
|o  witness  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second. 

Lord  Holland  thought  some  of  the  statements  of  Lord  Eldon  required 
f»rreclion,^  Before  .the  Learned  l4>rd  ascribed  to  the  “  march  of  intellect” 
the  opposition  to  the  Test  Acts — before  he  sneered  at  that  opposition  as  new 
•nd^  unheard  of — he  should  have  consulted  history.  losteaa  of  there  never 
having  been  for  two  centuries,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  any  objection  to 
u  if***^*"*^*^**  of  the  Sacrament  by  making  it  a  political  test,— he  (Lord 
Holland)  was  sure  the  Learned  Lord  could  not  point  out  a  single  period  of 
logethet ^  in.  which  that  profanation  had  not  been  complained  ef, 
both  10  and  out  of  Parliament,  in  the  shape  of  arguments,  protests,  motions, 
t^od  peutioos.  Kipg  William  recommended  the  repeal  of  the  Test  Act,  sod 
emphatically  deelar^  that  he  hoped  all  Protestants  would  be  admitted 
who  were  willing  and  able  to  serve  their  country.*'  Many  of  the  Peers 
fbe  Revolution  of  1688  placed  on  the  journals  proterts  in 
which  mey  d^Iared  the  sacramental  test  to  be  a  “  promnatlon  of  the  holy 
£5^  ®f  religion.**  The  Learned  Lord's  statements  were  indeed  directly  in 
^  tem^  the  facts.  He  (Lord  Holland)  had  heard  with  surprue  the 
^^*™***  Conititotioti  was  composed  of  the  laws.  This 

wii  otitiinly  laoonecU  Tht  Cooftitutioo  waa  tnat  which  gtvt  power  to 


the  King,  Lords,  and  Commons,  to  make  statutes  for  the  government  of  the 
realm ;  but  the  statutes  themselves  were  no  part  of  the  Constitution.  The 
Learned  Lord  had  contended  als0|  that  the  Test  and  Corporation  Acts  were 
parts  of  the  Constitution )  but  would  the  Learned  Lord,  who  had  been  an 
ornament  to  his  profession,  contend  that  his  great  predecessors,  BractoQi 
Fortescue,  and  Sir  Edward  Coke,  had  not  lived  under  the  English  Gonsti* 
tution,  because  there  were  no  such  acts  in  existence  in  their  time  ?  -TTin 
Learned  Lord  must  admit,  either  that  these  Acts  were  part  of  the  C(nistitu,*j 
lion  or  that  they  were  not.  If  they  were,  then  we  had  no  Constitution  till 
they  were  passed :  if  they  were  not,  their  repeal  would  not  be  the  desUne^ 
tion  of  the  Constitutioiu  {Heart  hear  !J 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  complained  that  what  he  bed  said  was  not  correctly 
represented.  He  had  not  said  that  the  Constitution  was  composed  of  the 
laws  and  statutes,  but  that  it  consisted  of  the  union  of  the. Church  and  the 
State,  united  by  laws  for  the  preservation  of  the  Constitution!.  If  thei# 
Lordships  thought  proper  to  change  the  Constitution,  they  might  do  se,  bui 
he  would  not  be  accessary.  As  he  hoped  to  answer  to  God,  his  country! 
and  his  Saviour,  if  every  man  in  that  House  of  Parliament  supported  the 
Bill,  he  alone  would  go  below  the  bar  and  vote  against  it.  The  Noble  I/>rd 
(Holland)  had  much  misunderstood  him  regarding  the  ”  march  of  intellect.** 
All  he  meant  to  say  was,  that  the  Test  and  Corporation  Acts  had  not  been 
represented  over  and  over  again  as  acts  to  which  such  considerable  objec¬ 
tions  existed ;  but  he  had  never  represented  that  there  was  no  feeling  of 
uneasiness  with  respect  to  them.  Certainly  the  sacramental  rite,  was  of  a 
most  sacred  nature,  and  if  any  person  felt  very  strongly  on  the  subject,  ad 
he  believed  some  did,  it  might  be  better  to  substitute  another,  if  one  coula 
be  found  sufficient  to  support  the  Constitution.  But  for  the  Constitution  ha 
would  struggle,  in  order  to  leave  it,  when  his  days  were  clo^d,  as  they 
soon  would  be,  as  he  hoped  to  God  he  should  leave  it,  to  posterity  to  enjoy, 
the  blessings  that  flowed  from  it. 

Lord  Melville  entirely  agreed  with  the  Earl  of  Roseberry  as  to  th# 
claim  of  the  people  of  Scotland.  Were  they  to  be  told  that  civil  offices^ 
such  as  those  of  judges,  sheriffs,  &c.,  or  commissions  in  the  army  and  navw 
were  exclusively  offices,  to  which  Scotchmen  could  not  be  admitted 

except  under  favour  of  the  Annual  Indemnity  Bill  !  It  was  not  correct  to 
say  that  the  Church  of  Scotland  had  a  test  by  which  Englishmen  were  shut 
out  of  offices  in  Scotland,  in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  were  excluded  from  English  offices.  That  test  in  Scotland  was 
confined  to  Ecclesiastical  offices,  the  Professors  in  the  Universities,  and 
perhaps  to  parochial  schoolmasters ;  but  it  did  not  extend  to  other  dvU 
ofiices. 

A  desultory  conversation  followed.  The  Earl  of  Falmouth  pressed  for  aA 
oath  instead  of  a  declaration,  thinking  the  solemnity  of  the  former  would 
prevent  Deists  and  Athiests  from  intruding  themselves  iuto  office.^  The 
Duke  of  Wellington.took  occasion  to  explain  that  before  he  dcterifililkd  to 
support  the  Bill,  he  had  consulted  the  Right  Rev,  Prelates,  and  found  they 
were  disposed  to  approve  of  it  as  promoting  religious  peace.  The  Earl  of 
Harewood  objected  to  the  proposed  declaration,  because  he  did  not  like  it  to 
stand  upon  record  that  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament  had  not  thought  iC 
necessary  to  advert  to  the  simple  point,  whether  a  man  was  or  was  not  a 
Christian.  The  Bishop  of  Landaff  and  Lord  Colchester  also  preferred  an 
oath  to  a  declaration.  . 

The  House  then’  went  into  a  Committee  ;  and  the  Earl  of  Eldon  pro¬ 
posed  the  first  amendment,  which  went  to  two  points*— that  such  persona 
as  had  qualified  by  taking  the  Sacramental  Test,  should  uot  be  required  to 
take  also  the  declaration  ;  and  secondly,  that  such  persons  as  did  not 
object  to  take  the  Sacramental  Test,  should  be  allowed  to  do  so,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  declaration  in  the  Bill. 

Lord  Ellen coRoiroii  said  the  first  provision  was  needless,  for  it  could  be 
no  hardship  to  those  wlio  had  taken  the  sacramental  test,  to  subscribe  a 
simple  declaration  that  they  would  not  injure  a  church  to  which  they  had 
solemnly  declared  their  attachment.  The  second  provision  was  worse  than 
useless:  it  violated  the  spirit  of  the  .Bill,  which  went  to  do  away  distinc* 
lions  between  Churchmen  and  Dissenters  when  they  took  office. 

J.<ord  Harrowby  deemed  the  amendment  quite  worthless. 

The  Bishop  of  Chester  thought  the  Learned  Lord  (Eldon)  should  at 
least  have  had  some  regard  for  his  own  consistency.  It  now  seemed  that 
he  aimed  his  tests  to  keep  Churchmen  rather  than  DiMenters  out  of  office. 
His  amendments  went  to  extend  the  very  evil  which  it  was  the  object  of 
the  Bill  to  destroy. 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  said  he  was  as  consistent  at  the  Right  Reverend 
Prelate.  He  did  not  think  his  amendments  deserved  the  opposition  they 
had  met  with.  He  could  not  conceive  any  objection  to  permitting  those  who 
believed  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England  still  to  take  the  Sacra¬ 
mental  Tests,  on  their  admission  to  office  ;  and  he  did  not  think,  if  (as  he 
had  heard)  that  Right  Reverend  Prelate  was  advanced  to  a  higher  station  in 
the  Church,  his  conscientious  feelings  would  be  ofTended  by  taking  the 
Sacramental  Test,  on  being  appointed  to  that  situation. 

The  Bishop  of  Chestxu  said,  it  waa  not  fair  for  the  Learned  Earl  to  pu 
such  a  case,  and  on  a  gratuitous  supposition  of  a  change  in  his  Hhe  Bishop's 
situation,  of  which  be  knew  nothing.  The  Learned  Earl,  besides,  we 
knew  that  even  on  the  promotion  of  a  Member  of  that  Bench  to  a  highe 
dignity,  he  was  not  cslfed  on  by  law  to  take  sucl  a  test. 

'ne  Earl  of  Eldon  said,  if  the  Ri^t  Reverend  Prelate  would  abstain 
from  giving  him  advice  as  to  the  mode  in  which  he  was  to  perform  hts  duty 
he  would  in  like  manner  desist  from  giving  his  advice  to  that  Right  Rey 
Prelate  ;  nor  would  he  again  oiTeud  him  by  referring  to  matters  which  did 
not  seem  agreeable  to  him. 

Lord  Eldoo's  ameodmeoU  were  negatived  without  a  divisioD# 
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the  examiner. 


The  introduclion 
DMleretion  cif  the  wordf — ^  And  uncerelj,  end  in  the 
profeM,  teetifo,  end  decltie**— wee  propoeed  by  the  Duke  of  Wellman  j 
while  the  BUhop  of  Lendeff  euggeeted  the  words— “  On  the  foith  of  a  Chrii- 
tiao.*'  aod  wisned  further  to  add  the  declaration—**  I  will,  m  far  as  u  <»n- 
aistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  said  office,  respect  and  mait^n 
lightM  and  pririlegts  of  the  established  Church  in  this  kingdom.  The  ^rl 
of  Eldon  prop^  to  snbsutute  “swear*’ 

tinply  speaking  of  the  righu'and  pririleges  of  the  Church,  to  say,  the 
righu  and  prinleges  of  the  Bishops  and  of  the  Clergy  committed  to  their 
care.”  The  Duke  of  Wellington’s  amendment  was  carried. 

•  Lord  ELLSNSomouGB  intreated  their  Lordships  not  to  be  led,  step  by 
step,  by  amendmenu  which  appeared  at  6rst  view  plausible  enough 
(Astir  0  to  consert  a  measure  of  grace,  of  favour,  and  of  conciliation,  into 
m  of  jealottsy  and  suspicion.  The  new  decimations  proposed  were  at 
best  nseless ;  bat  he  thought  them  injurious,  as  implying  an  offensive  su^ 
ficion  of  the  Dissenters.  It  was  quite  unnecessary  to  provide  that  a  candi¬ 
date  for  office  should  declare  his  belief  in  Christianity;  for  that  was  already 
provided  for  by  an  Act  of  9th  and  lOlh  of  William  III,  which  declared,  that 
^ if  any  person  or  persons  educated  within  this  realm,  should  assert  or  main¬ 
tain  that  there  were  more  Gods  than  one,  or  should  deny  the  truth  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  or  of  Revelation — snch  person,  if  in  possession  of  any  office, 
should  instantly  be  deprived  of  the  same.”  Why  then  should  they  heap 
security  upon  security,  when  by  so  doing  they  would  deprive  the  Bill  of  its 
peaceful  and  conciliatory  character  ? 

The  Earl  of  HaanowsT  opposed  the  amendment,  regarding  the  pro¬ 
posed  oath  as  one  more  added  to  the  many  needless  and  improper  oaths 
iow  enforced  by  law,  and  as  opening  a  door  to  peijury  and  to  the  oppression 
of  conscience.  In  regard  to  worldly  security  for  the  Church,  the  declaration 
was  much  better  than  the  test  proposed  to  Im  reeled.  There  was  nothing 
in  the  test  to  prevent  the  man  who  took  it  from  proposing  next  day  the 
abolition  of  the  EsUblishment ;  but  the  declaratiou  expressly  pledged  him 
to  support  it.  How  idle  was  it  to  talk  of  the  security  afforded  by  the  Test 
and  Corporation  Acts— acts  that  had  slumbered  for  a  century,  and  must 
have  long  ago  been  dead,  but  that  they  had  continued  to  exist  under  the 
condition  of  perpetual  sleep  ! 

The  Bishop  of  Dobham  thought  it  would  be  sufficient  if  the  declaration 
ran—**  In  the  presence  of  Almighty  God  I  do  declare.” 

The  Earl  of  CasBivARvoif  agreed  with  Lord  Harrowby,  that  the  statute- 
book  had  already  too  many  oaths  on  its  pages. 

The  Bishop  or  Chsstir  was  quite  of  the  opinion  of  the  Noble  Earl,  that 
unnecessary  oaths  were  to  be  avoided  on  all  occasions,  and  be  should  vote 
against  the  amendment. 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  was  sorry  to  have  heard  more  than  one  Noble  Lord 
Ipeak  in  such  a  manner  of  the  sanction  of  an  oath,  as  if  it  was  to  be  looked 
upon  as  a  dangerous  innovation.  It  was  a  part  of  the  constitution ;  and 
he,  for  one,  would  never  consent  to  deprive  the  country  of  that  constitution, 
through  which  it  had  so  long  enjoyed  so  many  privileges. 

Thc^  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  preferred  a  declaration  to  an  oath, 
but  wished  it  to  run  thus — **  I  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  do 
declare.” 

The  Marquis  of  Lansdown  argued  at  some  length  against  all  the  amend¬ 
ments  except  that  proposed  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  to  which  he  cordially 

lasenied. 

Their  Lordships  divided  on  the  amendment  substituting  the  word 
•wear  for  declare — Contents,  32— Non-Contents,  100— Majority,  68. 

The  Duke  of  Wellington  proposed  as  an  amendment,  that  after  the 
word  **  declare,”  should  be  added  the  words — **  That  I  recognise  the  Books 
of  the  Old  and  Now  Testament,  according  to  the  authorised  version,  as  truly 
expreasiug  the  revealed  will  of  God.” 

The  Archbishop  of  Y'ore  expressed  his  great  satisfaction  at  the  words 
introduced  by  Uie  Noble  Duke. 

The  Earl  of  Winchblsea  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  add,  **  in  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  Almighty  God,  and  his  Son  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.” 

The  Bishop  of  Chester  hoped  the  Noble  Duke  would  not  press  his 
amendment,^  as  he  should  be  in  that  case  obliged  to  vote  against  it.  If 
their  Lordships  were  to  proceed,  they  would  find  themselves  leaving  prin- 
entering  into  uetailf.  It  was  much  to  be  desired  that  they  should 
abstain  from  dogmatising. 

Caernarvon  strongly  opposed  the  amendment, 
w^h  the  Duke  of  Willinoton  presently  abandoned,  stating  that  he  had 
bmroe  aware  the  words  of  it  were  objectionable,  as  they  might  have  the 
effect,  which  he  never  intended,  of  excluding  Homan  Catholics  from  being 
•fficen  of  the  army  and  navy.

LIFE  ANNUITIES  ACTS. 

On  the  motion  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  to  repeal  the  Acts  under 
which  Government  life  Annuities  were  created  and  sold, 

I  Lord  Kino  said  he  had  no  objection  to  this  Bill,  which  was  to  correct 
the  errors  of  former  political  quaciw.  More  foolish  bills  had  never  passed 
through  Parliament  than  those  which  created  the  Annuities.  While  one 
Bill  was  passed*  to  convert  life  annuities  into  annuities  of  longer  duration 
in  order  to  lessen  our  present  burdens,  another  Bill  was  passed  to  convert 
permanent  debt  into  life  annuities,  and  so  to  relieve  posterity  !  Thii  was 
just  as  if  a  private  gentleman  should  grant  life  annuities  to  relieve  himself 
from  mortgages,  and  grant  mortgages. to  relieve  himself  from  life  annuities! 
(Hear!)  Mr  Finlaison’s  calculations  were  no  doubt  very  complicated* 
but  one  part  of  them  was  very  clear,  which  showed  that  the  pnblic  had  lost 
10,750/.  in  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  annuities.  He  (Lord  K.) 
hoped  we  were  now  relieved  from  all  political  mountebanks.  The  public 
had  undergone  copious  evacuations  in  plenty.  First  of  all  Van  Butcheil 
had  been  called  in,  who  prescribed  strong  purgations ;  and  then  Dr  Eady 
was  sent  for,  who  perfectly  agreed  with  what  Van  Butcheil  had  done,  and 
said  that  if  he  had  been  called  first,  he  wo'uld  have  done  the  same  thing, 
{Laughter.)  Five  acts  were  then  enacted.  First  there  was  the  48th  of 
George  HI.  “  Purgarc,”  says  the  doctor.  Then  came  the  49th  of 
George  III.  “  Iterum  purgare.”  Then  the  52d  of  George  III,  for  the 
purpose  of  relieving  the  patient,  “  Repurgare,”  writes  the  doctor.  Thea 
the  66th  of  George  III,  Clysterium  donate:  and  afterwards  the  57tli 
of  George  III,  iterum  clysterium  donare,  (Much  laughter.)  It  was  very 
fortunate  after  all  this,  that  out  of  respect  to  the  retired  practitioner, 
nothing  more  was  said  than  that  it  was  expedient  to  repeal  those  acts. 

TiOrd  Bexley  defended  himself  against  the  remarks  of  Lord  King.  The 
Life  Annuity  system  was  established  in  the  time  of  Mr  Percival.  Whea 
Mr  Finlaison  in  1819  pointed  out  what  he  conceived  to  be  a  loss  to  the 
public  by  the  annuities,  he  was  directed  to  make  himself  a  master  of  the 
subject  by  further  calculations,  and  to  report  when  he  had  done  so.  So 
late  as  last  January  no  report  had  been  made,  and  be  (Lord  B.)  did  not 
know  whether  there  was  yet  any. 

Lord  Goderich  remarked,  that  it  might  be  possible  to  find  quacks  in 
other  posts  besides  that  of  a  Minister.  His  Lordship  confirmed  what  had 
been  stated  by  Lord  Bexley  respecting  Mr  Finlaison.  When  he  (Lord  G.) 
found  the  extensive  nature  of  the  calculations  necessary  to  settle  the  ques¬ 
tion  regarding  the  rate  at  which  Government  granted  life  annuities,  he 
thought  it  his  duty  to  employ  Mr  Finlaison  to  proceed  in  his  enquiry  at  the 
public  expense.  Knowing  him  to  be  a  diligent  man,  he  considered  that 
Mr  Finlaison  was  proceed^ing  in  his  enquiry  as  fast  as  the  nature  of  the 
subject  permitted  him.  Mr  Finlaison's  salary  was  500/.  per  annum,  and 
be  (Lord  G.)  thought  it  high  time  that  the  matter  was  brought  to  a  teimi- 
natiou. 

Lord  King  remarked  in  reply,  that  to  wait  till  the  calculations  were 
finished  before  taking  measures  to  stop  the  supposed  loss  to  the  public,  was 
as  if  a  medical  man,  after  having  prescribea  a  very  active  physic,  should 
refuse  to  alter  the  prescription  until  he  had  entered  into  long  calculations 
respecting  weights  and  measures,  first  of  all  by  measuring  the  diameter  of 
the  globe,  and  then  descending  to  measure  the  dram  weight.

TEST  AND  CORPORATION  ACTS. 

The  Earl  of  Carnarvon  presented  a  petition  from  J.  L.  Goldsmid, 
stating  that  the  words  “  on  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian,”  introduced  into 
the  declaration,  would  place  the  Jews  in  a  worse  situation  than  at  present. 
The  petitioner  prayed  their  Lordships  to  modify  the  declaration. 

On  Lord  Holland’s  motion  to  receive  the  Report  on  the  Bill  to  lepeal 
the  Corporation  and  Test  Acts,  the  Earl  of  Eldon  informed  the  House  he 
had^  discovered  that  there  was  nothing  in  this  Bill  to  prevent  Catholics 
getting  into  Corporations  under  it.  He  therefore  moved  an  amendment, 
that  every  person  taking  the  declaration  should  declare  himself  a  Protestant. 
This  gave  rise  to  a  rambling  conversation.  The  Bishop  of  Bath  and 
VVells  supported  the  amendment,  which  however  was  objected  to  by  the 
Bishops  of  Chester  and  Landafp.  The  Duke  of  Wellington  also 
opposed  it ;  and  Lord  Holland  remarked,  that  if  the  amendment  were 
agreed  to,  the  Catholics  would  be  placed  in  a  worse  situation  than  at  present ; 
for  now  they  might  possibly  get  into  corporations,  and  be  protected  by  the 
annual  indemnity  bill,  but  that  protection  would  of  course  be  taken  away 
should  the  amendment  be  adopted.  On  a  division,  Lord  Eldon’s  amend¬ 
ment  was  negatived  by  71  to  3  i.  The  Learned  Lord  then  proposed  another 
amendment  to  introduce  the  word  “  Protestant  ”  into  the  declaration.  The 
Duke  of  Wellington  required  time  to  consider  this  proposal ;  and  on  a 
divirion,  carried  an  adjournment  for  that  purpose.

CORN  LAWSi 

A  long  discussion  took  place,  partly  on  the  motion  of  Mr  C.  Grant,  that 
the  House  should  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  on  the  Corn  Laws ;  an<t 
partly  after  it  had  gone  into  Committee.

BATE  OF  WAGES — FREE  TRADE. 

Mr  D.  W.  Habvev  presented  a  petition  from  the  broad<silk  weavers  of 
Spitalfields,  praying  that  some  law  might  be  passed  which  would  enable  a 
meeting,  composed  of  a  majority  of  employers  and  workmen  in  each  district, 
to  fix  the  rate  of  wages.  Or,  if  this  could  not  be  granted,  the  petitioners 
desired  that  the  principle  of  free  trade  should  be  acted  upon  in  the  utmost 
latitude;  that  sinecures  should  be  abolished,  and  taxes  reduced.  Mr 
Harvey  remarked,  that  it  was  a  flagrant  injustice  to  refuse  protection  to  the 
petitioners,  or  to  any  other  labouring  class,  while  Government  was  extending 
ample  protection  to  the  agriculturists.  The  petitioners  had  a  right  to  ask 
why  Government  should  seem  to  revel  and  delight  in  the  miseries  of  the 
poor.  j 

Mr  Fvler  (of  Coventry)  concurred  in  Mr  Harvey's  sentiments. 

Mr  Charles  Grant  said,  that  any  attempt  to  regulate  the  rate  of 
wages,  must  injure  the  petiUoners  themselves.  He  did  not  understand 
that  there  was  any  particular  depression  at  present  in  the  wages  in 
Spitalfields. 

Mr  Humb  observed,  that  the  petitioners  were  completely  in  error 
respecting  the  effects  of  regulating  wages  by  law.

WEEKLY  COMMERCIAL  REPORT. 

The  ‘‘resting-place’*  for  the  Agricultural  Interest  will  give  Mr  Grant 
and  his  colleagues  anything  but  rest.  So  long  as  the  Com  question  was  in 
abeyance,  bad  as  the  suspense  was,  the  country  was  auticipating  an  im¬ 
provement  in  the  law  as  regarded  that  question,  but  now  that  the  Ministers 
wve^found  a  resting-place"  for  it  in  their  recently  proposed  Resolutions, 


they  have  not  only  arrayed  the  Commercial  Interest  generally  against  them, 
but  in  an  especial  manner  those  branches  of  it  that  have  been  more  particu¬ 
larly  protected  ;  all  being  most  jealous  of  each  other,  and  of  the  favours,  as 
they  are  considered  by  Monopolists,  that  are  granted  to  Agriculturists.  The 
Silk  Manufacturers  now  begin  to  think  that  a  fair  opportunity  presents 
itself  for  playing  again  the  game  of  1825  and  1826,  and  bringing  forward 
the  necessity  of  protection.  The  Shipowners  are  unceasing  in  their  endea¬ 
vours  to  press  their  claims  upon  the  attention  of  the  Government,  but  there 
IS  a  disinclination  to  meet  them.  One  of  the  largest  and  most  influential 
hss,  we  know,  been  waiting  in  town  some  time  to  get  an  interview  with 
the  Board  of  Trade,  at  which  Mr  Huskisson  promised  to  assist ;  but  as  yet 
he  can  obtain  no  positive  appointment,  general  expressions  of  an  anxiety  to 
SM  biiA  having  up  to  this  time  been  substituted.  Does  this  arise  from 
Ministers  not  having  made  up  their  minds  as  to  the  quantum  of  concession 
that  iball  be  afforded  to  the  Shipowners,  or  the  difliculty  they  feel  in  p^ry* 
mg  their  arguments  after  being  committed  to  the  Com  Resolutions?  Toe 
Petition  from  Newcastle  relative  to  the  continuance  in  circulation  of  Small 
Notes,  arises  out  of  this  ministerial  vacilllatlon.  Mr  Peel's  Bill  (techni- 
cslly  so  called)  was  one  of  the  early  germs  of  sound  principles  after  a  war 
of  shameless  expenditure,  and  a  long  period  of  peace  of  still  more  shame*

to  recognise  it,  or  to  say  whether  the  currency  must  continue  to  be  sacrificed 
to  exp^iency ;  but  however  that  may  be,  Ministers,  at  all  events,  should 
declare  their  intentions  upon  this  subject,  respecting  which  we  have  heard 
more  than  we  at  present  feel  justified  in  promulgating.

The  lubttance  of  the  Foreign  inteUigeoce  of  the  put  week  may  b 
very  briefly  con?eyed«  At  reprdt  Rutsian  movemeoU , « rumour  1^ 
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been  indoflriously  circulated,  that  the  passage  of  the  Russian  army 
across  the  Pnith  has  been  officially  delayed ;  but  it  seems  to  rest  on 
BO  adequate  foundation.  It  is  further  reported  that  Russia,  after 
taking  possession  of  the  Principalities,  will  pause  and  make  additional 
orertures;  all  which  may  be  either  true  or  false.  The  assertion,  that 
Great  Britain  and  France  intend  to  remain  neuter  in  the  principal 
contest,  but  to  carry  the  treaty  of  London  into  effect  in  conjunction, 
seems  better  grounded ;  and  we  learn  from  the  Austrian  Observer ^  that 
the  new  President  of  Greece,  on  the  strength  of  this  countenance,  is 
taking  steps  to  establish  a  National  Bank,  with  a  view  to  aid  public 
credit,  and  acquire  the  necessary  funds  for  a  successful  termination 
of  the  important  struggle.  A  copy  of  the  treaty  of  peace  between 
Russia  and  Persia  has  also  arrived,  which  exliibits  both  the  mastery 
and  policy  of  the  former  very  favourably,  and  bestows  no  small  kht 
on  the  commencement  of  the  reign  of  Nicholas.  An  ill  omen  this 
to  the  haughty  and  impolitic  Turk,  who,  in  the  cession  of  Persian 
territory,  and  contribution  of  80,000,000  of  rubles  to  pay  Russian 
expenses,  may  anticipate  a  fate  which  will  probably  at  no  distant 
period  be  his  own. 

The  news  from  Lisbon  continues  of  the  same  melancholy  complexion, 
u  regards  the  conduct  of  the  miserable  Recent,  whose  satellites  arc 
endeavouring  to  get  up  petitions  praying  him  to  make  himself  abso¬ 
lute.  The  Constitutionalists  appear  to  be  in  a  sad  situation,  and  to 
have  little  choice  between  ultimate  resistance  and  the  most  cruel 
prescription  and  persecution. 

From  France  we  hear  of  little  but  of  the  animated  proceedings 
among  the  Liberal  party  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  produced  by  the 
double  returns  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The  contest  is  only  as 
to  the  most  eligible  parties  among  themselves;  candidates  of  the 
Court  or  Devotee  factions  seem  to  be  altogether  out  of  the  question. 
The  Duke  of  Bourdeaux  has  lost  another  governor  by  the  death  of 
the  Duke  de  Riviere. 

The  appearance  of  the  squadron  of  the  Spanish  Admiral,  La  Borde, 
on  the  coasts  of  Colombia,  seems  to  be  connected  w’ith  some  under¬ 
standing  with  a  faction  in  that  republic,  as  General  Paez,  the  Com* 
mander-in-Chief  in  Venezuela,  has  published  a  long  decree  in  relation 
to  foreign  correspondence,  in  which  he  unequivocally  asserts  that  the 
4novements  of  Laboroe  are  in  correspondence  with  a  traitorous 
agency  on  shore.  —  — 

The  Wellington  Cum  Bill  has  been  twice  under  discussion  this 
week.  The  argument  is  all  on  one  side,  the  votes  on  the  other.  Our 
masters  are  resolved  to  try  their  strength,  and  the  endurance  of  the 
people.  Omnia  ferre,  si  potes,  et  debes,  is  the  maxim.  We  tmst  the 
spirit  of  (he  country  will  give  the  answer  to  it. 

Mr  Stanley  made  a  speech  of  distinguished  excellence — not  a 
speech  of  trope  and  figure  and  passion  and  declamation  after  the  old 
fine  fashion,  but  of  strong  argument  aptly  expressed.  We  rejoice  to 
see  such  men  rising  in  Parliament ;  they  are  the  better  production  of  a 
belter  age. 

The  Duke  of  Cumberland,  accompanied  by  his  son  Prince  George,  and 
Attended  by  Colonel  Potew,  his  Private  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  Mr  Jelph, 
arrived  at  his  apartments  in  the  King's  Palace,  St  James's,  on  Monday 
afternoon,  from  Berlin.  He  dined  with  the  King  that  day  in  St  James's 

Palace. 

A  cunoof  proceeding  has  taken  place  in  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
The  return  of  one  of  its  members,  ill.  Mousnier-Boisson,  bad  been  disputed, 
on  a  petition  from  twenty-two  of  his  constituents,  who  accused  two  electors 
of  voting  for  him  without  possessing  Uie  electoral  qualification.  The  admis¬ 
sion  of  the  Honourable  Member  was  therefore  for  some  time  adjourned. 
During  the  interval,  representations  were  sent  up  from  his  department, 
which,  on  the  renew^  discussion  of  the  validity  of  his  election,  determined 
the  Chamber  to  vote  for  his  admission.  But  in  this  second  discussion  the 
electors  were  tiill  charged  with  voting  on  a  forced  qualification,  though  it 
acknowledged  on  all  hands  that  the  Honourable  Deputy  was  not  privy 
to  the  foq^ry.  hi.  Montnier-Buisson's  delicacy  would  not  allow  him  to 
exercise  his  legislaUve  functions  in  such  circumstances.  He  therefore  wrote 
e  letter  to  the  President  of  the  Chamber,  tendering  the  resignation  of  his 
•eat,  on  the  ground  that  the  legality  of  his  election  had  been  donbted,  and 
offering  to  appeal  a  second  time  to  the  electoral  college  for  a  confirmation  of 
iU  first  choice.  The  members  of  the  right  tide,  to  which  he  belongs,  thought 
this  an  overstrained  delicacy,  and  one  of  tliem  moved  that  his  resignation 
should  not  be  nceepted.  Any  meanber,  it  wit  allowed,  might  resign,  with- 
•nt  asstgninf  a  naotive  for  his  condnet ;  but  if  he  ascribed  his  tender  of 
resiipstion  to  the  delicacy  of  a  conscience  wounded  by  calumny,  the  Cham- 
her  had  a  right  to  interfere,  and  to  relieve  him  from  the  consequences  of 
•cruples  whlfh  ^  his  honour  wts  only  rendered  more  conspicuout  ^d  indis¬ 
putable.  'Hie  Chamber  decided  that  M.  Mousnier-Butaion’s  resignation 
should  be  accepted  without  any  reference  to  the  motives  on  which  it  was 
tendered. 


Thi  Conveyancing  Commission. — ^Reports  have  reached  us,  that  the  task 
is  to  be  assigned  to  three  or  four  persons,  who  either  in  their  books  or  their 
opinions  have  already  expressed  themselves  hostile  to  any  change,  or  that 
all  change  for  the  better  is  out  of  the  question.  What  then  is  the  use  of 
Mr  Peel,  or  the  Chancellor,  going  through  the  farce  of  appointing  the  com¬ 
mission  at  all,  except  it  be  for  the  purpose  of  putting  a  good  round  sum  into 
the  pockets  of  the  commissioners  ?  R  woulabe  as  absurd  as  if  the  House 
of  Commons  had  voted  for  a  committee  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of 
Parliamentary  reform,  and  tlit  Minister  was  immediately  to  move  that  the 
committee  should  consist  of  those  members  who  bad  uniformly  opposed  all 
Parliamentary  reform  whatever.— TimM. 

Christian  Controversy.— At  a  meeting  lately  held  at  Belfast,  in  the 
Wesleyan  Chapel,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Reformation  Sbeiety, 
just  as  a  motion  for  adjournment  was  carried,  an  immense  number  of  the 
lower  orders  rushed  in,  headed  by  the  Rev.  Mr  Mackay,  the  Methodist 
Preacher  of  Carrickfei^s,  who  cheered  and  shouted  to  the  mob  to  come  on. 
—He  continued  to  vociferate  with  the  most  violent  gesticulation,  I  protest 
against  this  meeting"—**  Come  in  boys— come  in  boys"— “  let  in  the  peo¬ 
ple— let  in  the  people."  The  mob  then  mounted  on  the  tables,  and  knocked 
off  the  newspapers  and  books.  A  dreadful  scene  of  riot  and  confusion  took 

Slace.  A  scuffle  ensued ;  and  several  gentlemen  endeavoured  to  pull  Mr 
lackay  off  the  table  upon  which  he  was  held  by  a  friend.  The  police  came 
in,  headed  by  Sir  S.  May,  the  Sovereign  of  Belfast,  and  succeeded  in  dis¬ 
persing  the  rioters.  With  respect  to  the  Rev.  Mr  Mackay  (says  the  North¬ 
ern  Whig)  who  exhibited  himself  on  this  occasion  in  a  manner  so  becoming 
a  Christian  Minister,  we  shall  not  stoop  to  offer  a  word  of  comment  on  his 
conduct.  We  once  heard  him  pray,  in  the  Methodist  Chapel  of  Armagh, 
that  **the  world  might  be  evangelized  from  the  centre  to  the  circum¬ 
ference  /" 

A  Substantial  Reason  for  Respect.— We  have  ourselves,  in  some 
particulars,  a  great  respect  for  the  Jews.  They  are  certainly  a  living 
miracle  in  proof  of  the  truth  of  Christianity.  Tliey  are  a  visible  fulfilment 
of  that  prophecy,  uttered  and  recorded  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  which 
said,  **  Their  house  should  be  left  unto  them  desolate that  is,  they 
should  be  without  a  home  or  a  country  till  they  should  be  converted  to 
Christianity. — By  a  parity  of  reasoning  the  Times  should  have  a 
great  respect  for  a  man  about  to'  be  hung,  as  his  disagreeable  predicament  is 
a  proof  of  the  Administration  of  Justice.  We  leave  it  to  the  casuists  to 
determine  whether  Providence,  when  scattering  the  stiff-necked  race  home¬ 
less  over  the  world,  foresaw -that  their  punishment  would  become  a  title  to 
respect. 

The  Charitable  Ex-C— — r. — ^The  Times  mentions  an  amusing 
conversation  which  took  place  recently  in  **  an  illustrious  asse/ubly."  ‘*I 
wish,"  said  a  certain  venerable  personage,  distinguish^  by  his  opposition  to 

the  proposed  change,  and  addressing  Lord  K.,  ^  1  wish  those - ,  the 

whole  bench  of  — ,  were  hanging  together  at  the  roof  of  another  Bruns¬ 
wick  Theatre ;  their  weight  would  bring  it  to  the  ground ;  and  if  not,  were 
I  another  Sampson,  I  would  wrench  down  the  pillars  of  it."  **  Ah,  ah,  my 
Lord,"  was  the  reply,  **  I  hate  the  B— s  as  much  as  you ;  but  you  are  no 
Sampson  now;  you"  (pointing  to  the  absence  of  the  grosse  perruque)— 
**  you  are  shorn  of  your  locks,— you  have  lost  your  strength." 

In  the  conversation  on  Dissection  which  took  place  in  the  Commons 
on  Monday, 

**  Sir  Joseph  Yorxe  suggested,  that  it  might  be  very  advantageous  for 
anatomical  purposes,  that  the  bodies  of  persons  who  died  by  suicide  should 
be  given  up  for  surgical  dissection.  He  did  not  mean  the  bodies  of  persons 
who  perished  by  suicide  under  delicate  circumstances — ^but  those  whose 
bodies  were  unclaimed.  He  thought  much  advantage  would  folloto  from 
the  investigation  of  the  brains  qf  persons  dying  in  that  way** 

We  rather  wonder  that  Sir  Joseph  did  not  take  this  handsome 
opportunity  of  offering  his  own  body  for  dissection  after  be  has  done 
with  it ;  for  if  he  feels  persuaded  of  the  value  of  his  last  suggestion, 
surely  much  advantage  would  follow  from  the  investigation  of  the 
brains  of  Members  of  Parliament  speaking  in  his  particular  way.

I  proposed  in  this  letter  to  treat  of  the  various  persons  concerned  in  the 
treatment  of  the  Insane  ;  viz.  the  Jury,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Governor 
of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  Physician  and  Apothecary,  the  Matron,  the 
Keepers  or  Servants.  I  find  however  that  the  subject  ^ws  large  for  the 
limits  of  a  weekly  newspaper;  and  I  feel  also  that  the  description  of  them 
is  now  the  less  necessary,  since  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry, 
and  the  Speeches  lately  delivered  in  the  House  of  Commons,  relative  to 
Pauper  Lunatic  Asylums,  have  put  the  public  in  possession  of  ample 
materials  for  refleetion  ;  ai^  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  knowledge  of 
facts,  and  personal  observation  made  by  the  gentlemen  of  tb#  Committee, 
will  lead  to  an  improvement  in  the  treatment  of  insane  persons,  highly 
favourable  to  the  cause  of  hnmanity.  I  cannot  however  forbear  directia- 
Ihe  attention  of  your  readers  to  the  Retreat,  near  York  (a  Lunitic  Asylu^ 
under  the  care  of  the  Qaakert)  at  affording  an  example  of  the  soperionty 
the  humane  treatment  of  insane  arsons,  over  that  of  (he  too  aevere  and

Asylumi,  ^  r  ,  2, 
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Hovopolt  pRiCB  OP  Tea.— Perhaps  no  enlightened  nation  erer  made  so 
wanton  and  so  costly  a  sacrifice  to  the  spirit  of  commercial  monopoly  as 
England  did  in  surrendering  to  the  East  India  Company  the  exclnsiye  trade 
to  China.

From  their  monopoly  profits  on  a  commodity  of  such  general  use  and  exten* 
sive  demand,  the  sovereigns  of  Leadenhall  are  enabled  to  support  the  dig¬ 
nity  of  their  home  establishments,  to  pay  dividends  to  the  proprietors  of 
their  capital  stock,  and  to  make  up  for  losses  incurred  by  impolitic  specu¬ 
lations  in  other  branches  of  their  trade.  The  English  public  are  thus 
obliged  to  tax  themselves  for  the  glorious  mismanagement  of  an  Asiatic 
empire,  and  to  pay  nearly  8,000,000/.  a-year  in  monopoly  charges  and 
Government  taxes,  for  the  purchase  of  an  article  which,  at  continental 
prices,  would  not  cost  half  that  sum.— TiVnes, 

Mr  Jacob's  second  Report  on  Agriculture  and  Corn  in  various  countries 
in  the  North  of  Europe  has  just  been  published.  Its  tendency  is  decidedly 
to  remove  the  alarm  which  some  people  have  entertained  respecting  the 
power  of  the  Baltic  countries  to  produce  great  quantities  of  cheap  corn  for 
exportation.  The  countries  of  the  Continent  most  favourably  situated  for 
cultivation  (with  the  exception  of  |the  Netherlands,  which  import  rather 
than  export  grain),  are  Mecklenburg  and  Holstein.  “  They  are,”  says  Mr 
Jacob,  **  advanced  in  husbandry  several  stages  before  any  other  large  por¬ 
tions  of  the  East  of  Europe  that  I  have  visited.  A  kind  of  convertible  hus¬ 
bandry,  the  best,  I  must  presume,  adapted  to  the  soil  and  climate,  has  been 
introduced.  The  whole  is  inclosed  and  divided  into  fields,  of  sizes  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  extent  of  the  farms,  and  thus  present  the  most  English  face  of 
any  country  I  know.  Very  few  vesUges  ot  the  feudal  system  remain.  The 
land  may  be  purchased  by  any  person,  whether  noble,  citizen,  or  peasant,  i 
It  has  on  its  coasts  the  most  convenient  ports  for  shipping  its  produce.” 
”Tbe  average  of  the  wheat  of  Mecklenburg  would  cost,  by  the  time  it  was 
landed  and  sold  in  this  market,  45s.  per  quarter,  without  leaving  any  profit 
to  the  farmer  or  merchant,  or  any  rent  to  the  proprietor  of  the  soil.  When 
English  was  selling  at  sixty  shillings,  it  would  not  produce  more  than  52s. 
The  wheat  of  Holstein  is  not  generally  of  a  good  quality,  and  would  not 
sell  for  more  than  54s.  or  55s.  when  the  price  in  England  is  60s. ;  and  sup¬ 
posing  the  farmer  to  sell  without  profit— that  is,  at  SOs.^ — the  expense  of 
shipping,  the  profit  or  commission  of  the  merchant  at  Hamburgh,  the 
freight,  primage,  insurance,  risk  of  damage,  landing  charges,  factorage,  | 
commission,  and  market  dues,  would  amount  to  10s.  per  quarter.”  The 
severity  of  the  climate  renders  it  necessary  to  be  provided  with  buildings 
sufficiently  extensive  to  contain  all  the  live  stock,  and  all  the  hay,  corn,  ai^' 
straw.  Hence,  **  a  gentleman's  house,  commonly  very  large,  displays 
around  it,  besides  labourers*  cottages,  ranges  of  bams,  stables,  cow-houses, 
sheep-honses,  granaries,  cart  lodges,  aqd  harness  rooms,  more  than  five 
times  as  great  as  would  be  required  in  England  for  the  same  extent  of  land.” 
The  buildings  are  estimated  at  one-third  of  the  value  of  the  land.  The 
quantity  of  wheat  which  could  be  furnished  by  all  the  countries  of  Europe 
together,  except  at  an  enormous  cost,  would  hardly  be  felt  in  the  consumption 
of  England.

do  the  same  thing,  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  Mr  Wilmot  Horton's 
Bill  for  the  exportation  of  the  poor.]— i/sra/d. 

Tlie  Duke  of  Norfolk  has  contributed  one  hundred  guineas,  and  EUirl 
FitzwilUam  two  hundred  pounds,  towards  the  establishment  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  for  the  promotion  of  medical  science  in  Sheffield. 

There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  respecting  the  fate  of  Laing  and  Clap- 
|)erton  the  African  traveilera.  Major  Lsing bed  penetrated  to  Timbuctoo, 
where  he  was  well  received :  but  the  Foulahs,  a  powerful  and  warlike 
came  there  to  the  numoer  of  S6,000,  and  demanded  the  Major,  in 
pwt  him  to  death,  and  thereby,  u  they  said,  to  prevent  the 
Christian  nations  from  receiving  information  which  might  enable  them  to 
patietrate  and  conquer  the  Interior  of  Africa.  The  host  of  Major  Laing 
however  contrived  his  escape  by  night ;  but  one  of  the  aervanta  appointed 
to  escort  him,  being  bribed  by  the  Foulahs,  betrayed  him  to  those  savages, 
•"d  was  the  first  to  stab  him  when  he  was  assassinated.  Captain  Chip 
_  rton  was  murdered  at  Sakatoo,  the  residence  of  Sultan  Bello,  iue 
sovereign  of  the  Foulahs,  and  the  same  whom  Meaart  Denbaiil  aud  Clap- 
perlou  so  highly  praised  in  tUoir  published  Travels, 


It  is  stated  in  a  letter  from  Paris  that  Lord  Cochrane  is  making  et'ery 
possible  effort  to  organize  a  small  force,  with  which  he  intends  returning 
to  Greece  immediately. 

Number  of  Catholics. — At  a  meeting  last  week  in  Dublin,  Mr 
O'Coiinell  said— **  The  increase  of  Catholics  in  England,  he  understoo<l, 
was  enormous.  They  were  now  at  least  one  million,  and  were,  he  was 
glad  to  find,  fast  accumulating.” 

Effects  of  the  Admission  op  Catholics  into  Vestries  in  Ireland. 
—The  Cork  Papers  give  the  title  of  the  “  New  Reformation  1”  to  the 
doings  in  the  Vestries  in  that  City  and  county.  New  Reformation  it  is 
indeed,  since  vestry  clerks  and  beadles,  and  pew  openers,  and  organists, 
and  twenty  other  denominations  of  Law  Church  blood-suckers  are  dis¬ 
carded  without  compunction  or  ceremony  !  What  rare  doings  shall  we 
have  at  the  Easter  of  1829,  since  it  is  now,  for  the  first  time,  heard  of, 
that  Catholics  can  at  all  enter  the  Vestry  sanctuary  ;  and  since  there  is 
now,  for  the  first  time,  a  promise  of  co-operation  amongst  all  those  who 
dissent  from  the  Church  as  by  law  established.  Some  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  pounds  are  likely  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  famous  **  Establish¬ 
ment”  in  the  ensuing  year ! — Dublin  Weekly  Register, 

The  ruins  of  the  New  Brunswick  Theatre,  it  appears,  are  likely  to  be 
still  the  subject  of  a  contest.  The  King  claims  for  the  deodand.  The 
ground  landlord,  it  is  said,  also  claims ;  and  in  consequence  of  the  bank¬ 
ruptcy  of  Mr  Carruthers,  Messrs  Barnes  and  Thornton,  the  auctioneers, 
have  been  valuing  the  materials  and  properties,  by  order  of  the  Com* 
missioners. 

A  person  named  Clementa,  of  Easingwold,  has  recently  made  a  gun, 
wliicn  has  the  appearance  of  a  common  walking-stick,  the  shank  of 
which  forms  the  barrel.  In  case  of  necessity,  the  gib  of  the  stick  can  be 
taken  off,  the  stock  of  a  gun  affixed  in  its  place,  and  the  party  equipped 
either  for  personal  defence  or  for  shooting  game.  The  piece  fires  with¬ 
out  a  lock,  and  there  is  no  danger  of  the  copper  cap  flying  into  the  face, 
as  it  is  secured  to  the  inside  of  the  barrel.— ForA;  HercUd, 

It  is  rumoured  that  the  Finance  Committee  have  directed  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  commission  for  the  claims  on  Spain.  The  committioners  (four 
in  number)  have,  we  understand,  IJbOOl,  per  annum  each,  a  house,  secre¬ 
tary,  clerks,  &c.  The  eatablishment  commenced  about  the  time  of  the 
Cortea  being  recognised.  The  claims  of  the  English  merchants  are 
nearly  aa  far  advanced  as  at  the  period  we  have  alluded  to.  We  under¬ 
stand,  however,  that  the  Duke  of  Wellington  has  lately  made  some  very 
strong  remonstrances  to  Spain  on  the  subject.— Evening  jm/mt. 

Ellen  Alston,  aged  18,  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  dC  Chorley,  after 
being  much  convulsed,  vomited,  on  the  23rd  of  February  last  (having 
previously  said  she  bad  something  alive  on  her  stomach),  a  large  aised 
frog,  which  lived  about  three  hours.  In  three  or  four  deye  efterwerds 
the  threw  up  a  second,  which,  from  its  appearance,  must  have  been  deed 
several  hours,  as  the  body  had  partly  been  decomposed  by  the  action  of 
the  gastric  juice.  Its  skin  was  found  to  be  entirely  obliterated,  and  the 
viscera  of  the  bowels,  together  with  the  first  joints  of  the  esbremetus, 
were  nearly  destroyed ;  proving  that  the  gastric  juice  will  not  attack 
living  matter,  but  dead.  The  other  frog  was  unusually  large,  and  was 
found  to  contain  an  immense  quantity  of  spawn.  Its  colour  was  very 
similar  to  other  frogs,  but  the  claws  were  softer.  The  girl  has  been 
accustomed  to  drink  water  from  rivulets,  pools,  Ac.,  and  to  sleep  on  the 
ground  |  the  aaya  the  threw  from  her  stomach,  tome  years  since,  a  living 
animal  with  four  legs,  which  roost  probably  was  the  lacerla  aquatica. 
She  has,  since  the  rejection  of  those  reptiles,  enjoyed  a  tolerable  share  of 
good  health.— Prei/on  Chronicle, 

In  the  Committee  on  Monday  night,  in  the  House  of  Lords,  on  the  Bill 
for  the  repeal  of  the  Teat  and  Corporation  Acts,  the  Earl  of  Eldon 
objected  to  the  clause  giving  power  to  the  Crown  to  declare  what  offices 
should  render  the  holders  liable  to  the  Declaration,  required  by  the  Bill 
for  the  security  of  the  Church.  Instead  of  leaving  this  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Government,  Lord  Eldon  suggested  that  a  schedule  of  the  offices 
should  be  attached  to  the  Bill.

The 
E^rl  of  Eldon,  looking  steadily  in  the  Chancellor*!  face,  replied  :— **  In 
anything  of  my  own,  I  would  trust  you  to  any  extent;  but  in  what  con¬ 
cerns  my  country,  I  cannot  trust  you.”— ifammg  ClaonicU,

— It  wm  stated  by  one  of  the  witnesses  lately  examined 
before  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,*  who  had,  by  bis  own 
confession,  been  an  extensive  dealer  in  game  in  the  North  of  England, 
that  on  one  occasion,  having  had  an  information  6led  against  him  by  a 
preserver  of  game  in  Yorkshire,  he  gave  the  poachers  a  premium  for 
poaching  on  the  land  of  the  gentleman  in  question.  By  paying  them  an 
additional  sixpence  for  every  brace  of  birds,  hare,  pheasant,  dtc.  he 
actually  succeeded  in  depopulating  the  estate  of  game  of  every  descrip¬

We  are  sorry  to  see  it  stated  in  the  newspapers,  that  Sir  Walter  Scott 
has  got  into  a  new  pecuniary  trouble,  in  a  matter  of  surety  for  a  friend. 
According  to  the  statement  published,  the  two  talented  actors  who  have 
been  for  several  years  carrying  on  a  small  theatre  in  Lx>iidon  with  great 
spirit  and  popularity,  have  after  all  missed  the  main  chance.  From  the 
overflowing  houses  every  night,  season  after  season,  the  public  have  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  prof)rietors  were  making^  rapid  fortunes ;  but  it  would 
seem  that  the  weekly  expenses  were  so  large  as  to  leave  little  or  nothing 
towards  the  discliargeof  the  debts  incurred  in  the  fitting  up  of  the  theatre, 
&c.  Arrears  accumulated  by  delay  ;  and  affairs  have  at  length  reached 
so  alarming  a  crisis,  that  one -of  the  parlies  has  been  compelled  to  go 
•*  out  of  the  way;**  and  the  great  Novelist,  who  had  given  security  (or 
that  gentleman  when  <he  theatre  was  taken  by  him,  has  come  up  to  town 
to  ascertain  the  extent  of  his  liability,  which  is  reported  to  be  several 
thousands.  Sir  Walter  merits  and  will  find  general  sympathy  in  regard 
to  this  misfortune,  becaii«e  it  springs  out  of  the  good  feelings  of  friendly 
zeal  and  confidence.  His  trade  connexions'with  printers  and  booksellers 
in  Scotland  were  looked  upon  very  differently,  as  they  appeared  to  indi¬ 
cate  an  over-eagerness  to  make  money,  in  a  man  with  little  justification 
for  such  haste,  having  a  splendid  income  from  his  writings  alone. —  [The 
particulars  in  the  above  paragraph  respecting  the  theatrical  concern  in 
■question— (the  Adelphi  Theatre) — are  taken  from  an  article  which  has 
^;|gone  the  rtmnd  of  the  press,  being  copied  from  a  new  weekly  paper  called 
the  n'orld.  *Mr  Yates  has  however  contradicted  it  in  the  most  direct 
manner,  in  a  letter  to  the  Timet.  He  says, — The  Adelphi  Theatre  is 
not  in  involvement ;  it  has  more  than  answered  the  expectations  formed 
on  it.  Mr  Terry’s  embarrassments  are  totally  unconnected  with  myself 
or  this  property,  and  I  am  suffering  a  considerable  pecuniary  loss  from 
his  Gouddet.  Every  part,  therefore,  of  this  paragraph  is  a  direct  falsehood, 
as  far  as  regards  il.e  Adelphi  properly  and  my^ell.**— And  the  Proprietors 
of  the  fVarfd  have  since  apologised  for  the  mis-statement.  It  therefore 
appears  lltal  Mr  Terry’s  difficulties  arise  »rom  some  other  cause  than  the 
Adslphi  'Fheatre;  but  we  fear  Sir  Walter’s  involvement  is  too  true.] 

At  their  meeting  in  Dublin  on  Friday  week,  the  Catholic  Association 
were  frcaOy  surprised  by  a  visit  from  Lord  William  I^get,  son  of  the 
Marquis  of  Angleaea,  accompanied  by  Lord  George  Hill  and  Baron  Tuyil, 
first  Aid-de-Camp  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant.

He  hns  hitherto  succeeded  in  obtain¬ 
ing  popularity  ;  of  which  a  scene  at  the  Dublin  theatre  on  the  evening  of 
April  iO  ia  an  instance.  His  lordship  went  in  state,  with  his  daughters 
the  Ladies  Paget, and  the  rest  of  his  family.  The  house  waa  crowded, 
and  their  rece^Mion  eothuaiastic.  A  voluntary  song  was  given  from  the 
gallery,  by  scpie  manufacturer ;  during  its  delivery  there  was  a 
perfect  silence,  only  occasionally  interrupted  by  a  laugh.  At  the  conclu- 
aiouofeach  verse  the  galleries  joined  in  the  following  chorus:— 

“  Then  come,  breve  boys,  send  round  the  borely 
And  he  who  won’t  shell  catch  itf 
We*ll  drink  long  life,  with  ell  our  touly 
To  the  charming  Ladiet  Paget,** 

Thel./>rd  TJeutenant  laughed  most  heartily  during  this  poetical  effusion. 
A  constable  who  attempted  to  silence  the  vocalist,' got  a  drubbing. 

The  DaAwi.NG'RooN  on  Wednesday  (the  King’s  Birth-day)  was 
attended  by  a  very  numerous  company,  and  was  what  is  called  extremely 
“  brilliant.”  The  Ceurt  papers  are  positive  that  “all  the  rank,  beauty, 
wealth,  and  fashion”  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  assembled  in  St 
James's  Palace  on  this  auspicious  day.  Aa  we  do  not  fill  sixteen  columns 
with  descriptions  of  the  ladies’  dresses,  we  must  leave  their  splendor  to 
the  imaginations  of  our  fair  readers:  suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  Duchess  of 
St  Albans  acted  her  part  among  the  moat  jewelled :  she  is  represented  to 
have  exhibited  not  only  a  diamond  tiara,  but  a  stomacher  of  diamonds. 
His  Majesty  is  stated  te  have  looked  “  uncommonly  well  and  no  won¬ 
der,  for  the  Standard  pledges  its  veracity  that  lie  ii  in  “  perfect  health” 
—a  rare  blessing  I  In  the  evening  the  tradesmen  of  the  Royal  Family, 
the  club-houses,  &c.  were  illuminated,  some  very  brilliantly  ;  and  con¬ 
siderable  numbers  of  people  braved  the  drenching  rain  in  the  streets,  in 
order  to  feast  their  eyes  on  the  blaze  of  light  from  gas  and  oil.  Pre-emi¬ 
nent  in  loyalty  and  the  brightness  of  its  gas  was  the  great  Hell  in  St 
James’s  street.  **  In  the  centre,”  says  the  Court  Newstnan,  “  waa  an 
enormous  large  Crown.  On  each  side  was  a  wreath  of  flowers  and  fes¬ 
toons,  formed  of  variegated  lamps  in  a  novel  form  ;  in  the  centre  of  the 
one  waa  a  Q.  and  of  the  other  an  R.  Underneath  on  each  side  were 
emblematic  designs,  representing  the  Navy  end  Army  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  whole  was  beautifully  completed  with  festoona  in  relief.”— The 
thievee  prated  greatly  by  iho  celebralieo ;  innumerabla  were  tht 
poekeU  pivied.

THURNELL  V,  VERONI. 

This  was  an  action  for  goods  sold  and  delivered  by  the  plaintiff,  an  uphol* 
sterer  and  cabiDet*<naker,  to  the  defendant,  a  gentleman  residing  in  Alsop’i 
place.  Regent’s  Park.  The  demand  was  for  37/.  3s.  Proof  was  given  of 
the  side  and  delivery  of  the  goods — beds,  bedding,  &c.  t 

Mr  Gurney,  for  the  defendant,  said  he  had  been  attracted  to  the  plain¬ 
tiff’s  shop  by  a  hand-bill,  in  which  the  plaintiff  held  himself  out  to  the 
public  as  the  agent  of  the  Journeymen  Cabinet-makers’  Society,  and  stated 
that  the  goods  deposited  at  his  warehouse  were  for  sale  at  no  profit  beyond 
that  which  was  sufficient  to  pay  the  bare  journeymen’s  wages.  ’  This  was  a 
barefaced  fraud,  there  being  no  such  society  as  the  one  alluded  to.  The 
goods  in  question  were  mere  rubbish,  and  the  defendant  sent  them  back 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  purchase,  but  the  plaintiff  refused  to  take 
them  again.  ,  , 

The  false  pretence  of  the  plaintiff  to  be  an  agent  for  a  society  of  journey¬ 
men,  and  the  vile  quality  of  the  goods,  were  fully  proved  by  witnesses. 
The  Counsel  for  the  plaintiff  was  about  to  reply,  when  Lord  Tenterdeu 
advised  him  to  save  himself  the  trouble.  The  plaintiff  was  immediately 
non-suited  ;  after  which  the  .Learned  Judge  ^d — ’^Xhil  it-ta  gcoii  a  Craot 
aa  was  ever  eomnttled.  Great  injury  is  done  to  the  fair  tradesmen  by  such 
practices  as  these.”

No  new  evidence  was 
produced  to-day. 

'  MARY-LE-nONE. 

Mr  John  Keen  and  his  wife,  of  No.  4  Chapel  street,  Tottenham  court 
road,  were  charged  with  having  destroyed  a  bill  of  exchange  for 
28/.  14s.  3d.y  belonging  to  Messrs  Hankey  and  Co.  the  bankers.  It 
appeared  that  the  bankers*  clerk  presented  the  bill  for  payment  on  the 
19th  instant.  When  he  knocked  at  the  dobr  in  Chapel  street,  it  was 
opened  by  a  person  who  said  his  name  was  Keen,  and  who,  upon  being 
told  the  clerk’s  business,  took  the  bill  out  of  his  hand,  and  asked  him  to 
walk  up  stairs.  He  did  so,  and  found  the  wife  of  Mr  John  Keen, 
with  an  infant  in  her  arras.  She  said  her  husband  had  been  swindled 
out  of  the  bill,  and  she  had  burnt  it.  The  clerk  did  not  believe  this, 
at  he  had  quickly  followed  his  conductor  (who  turned  out  to  be  James 
Keen,  the  brother  of  John)  into  the  room  where  Mrs  Keen  was ;  but  the 
burning  was  positively  sworn  to  before  the  Magistrate  by  James  Keen.-- 
Mrs  Keen  declared  she  destroyed  the  bill  by  her  husband’s  desire,  which 
Mr  John  Keen  confirmed.— The  bankers’  clerk  said  that  bis  principsl» 
Mr  Hankey,  had  declared  that  something  must  be  done  to  prevent  such 
occurrences  in  future,  or  they  should  never  be  safe.— The  Magistrate 
said  the  bankers’ clerks  should  be  prepared  with  a  notice,  and  not  part 
with  the  bill  till  they  received  the  money.— Mr  and  Mrs  Keen  were 
remanded.— On  the  second  examination  of  the  parties,  the  drawer  of 
the  bill,  Mr  Henry  Pritchett,  timber-agent,  of  Wilson  street.  Gray  • 
inn  road,  attended.  He  admitted  that  Mr  Keen  had  not  had  valu« 
for  the  whole  amount  of  the  bill;  and  after  some  discussion,  all 
were  discharged,  the  drawer  and  acceptor  satisfying  the  bankers  for  their 
respective  portions  of  the  bill. 

ACCIDENTS,  OFFENCES,  &c. 

The  bonse  of  Mr  Langham,  stationer,  in  Red  Lion  street,  Holboiti»  was 
dertroyed  by  fire  on  Wednesday  night.  The  stock  in  trade  and  lio®^ 
hold  furniture  were  totally  oooiuiDed*  They  are  said  to  have  bee®  UMftired 
to  ®  very  srotll  amount* 
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Urly  desired  that  hit  letters  should  be  burnt,  which  request  was  no| 
complied  with.  Strange  surmises  gained  circulation  throughout  the 
neighbourhood,  and  one  person  stated  that  on  the  evening  when  Maria 
Marten  disappeared,  he  had  seen  Corder  enter  the  Red  Barn  with  a 
pickaxe.  The  parents  became  more  disturbed,  and  their  fears  were  still 
more  strongly  agitated  by  the  mother  dreaming  on  three  successive  nights 
that  her  daughter  had  been  murdered  and  buried  in  the  Red  Barn.  She 
insisted  that  the  floor  of  the  barn  should  be  upturned.  The  father  and  a 
neighbour  went  to  the  barn  ;  and  about  a  foot  and  a  half  under-ground, 
the  father  turned  up  a  piece  of  a  shawl,  which  he  knew  to  have  belonged 
to  his  daughter  ;  his  assistant,  with  his  rake,  pulled  out  part  of  a  human 
body.  The  remains  were  afterwards  disinterred,  in  a  state  of  decompo* 
sition.  The  pelisse,  shawl,  Leghorn  bonnet,  and  shoes,  were  identified. 
The  body  has  been  closely  in«pected,  but  owing  to  its  decayed  state  no 
marks  of  violence  have  been  discovered,  except  some  perforations  in  the 
bones  of  the  face,  which  appear  as  if  made  by  small  shot.  Corder  has 
been  apprehended. — On  Friday  a  Coroner’s  Inquest  was  held  at  Polsivad 
on  the  remains  of  Maria  Marten.  Verdict-:- IF'iZ/u/  Murder  against  Wm 
Corder,  who  was  committed  on  the  coroner’s  warrant  to  Bury  gaol.  Tlie 
prisoner  behaved  in  a  most  hardened  and  disgusting  manner  when  he 
was  taken  down  to  Colchester  on  the  coach  in  custc^y  ;  but  afterwards 
he  became*  seriously  affected.  A  forgery  committed  by  him  on  the  bank 
of  Messrs  Alexander  and  Co.  of  Ipswich,  for  93/.,  has  also  been  disco* 
vered. 


No.  103  Pallmalt,  when  she  went  to  sing  in  the  Opera  of  Semiramide. 
Suspicion  falls  roost  strongly  on  a  boy  about  16,  named  Tagliano,  whom 
Mr  i^hutz  took  into  his  service  immediately  upon  his  arrival  in  London, 
and  who  has  not  been  heard  of  since  the  theft.  He  is  by  birth  an  Italian, 
and  speaks  English  and  French  rather  bad  I  y.-y-A  young  Italian  named 
JffSucoiM  Viganio  has  been  apprehended  on  suspicion  of  being  an  accom¬ 
plice.  He  had  been  to  Mr  Schutz,  and  begged  him  not  to  proMCUte 
Tagliano,  promising  that  the  money  should  be  made  good  by  his 
(Viganio’s)  father,  who  lived  in  Windmill  street,  llaymarket.  He  went 
Mveral  times  to  Mr  Schulz,  and  on  Monday  last  showed  him  a  letter  dated 
H Dover,”  which  he  said  he  had  just  received  from  the  boy  Tagliano, 
inviting  him  to  follow  him  to  Paris.  ^The  letter,  he  said,  contained  a 
10/.  note,  which  he  handed  to  Mr  Schulz,  who  immediately  identified  it 
as  part  of  the  sum  of  which  he  had  been  robbed.  Pursuit  is  made  for 
Tagliano,  who  is  supposed  to  have  gone  to  Paris  ;  and  Viganio  is  mean- 
wliile'detsined. 

Last  week,  Mr  Peter  TEewett^  a  fine  young  man,  son  of  Mr  Hewett, 
solicitor,  of  Water  street,  Manchester,  destroyed  himself  by  an  excessive 
dose  of  laudanum.  For  six  months  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
large  quantities,  in  spite  of  the  remonstrances  of  Mr  Powell,  the  druggist 
from  whom  ha  purchased  it.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  18th  instant  he 
took  the  usual  dose,  480  drops,  though  in  ordinary  cases  forty  drops  are 
a  sufRcient  dose,  and  also  purchased  some  opium.  In  the  evening  he 
hired  a  gig,  and  called  upon  Mr  James  Weston  of  the  George  and  Dragon 
publie-house,  to  accompany  him.  Before  atarting  off,  Mr  Weston 
observed  him  take  the  opium  from  his  pocket,  and  bite  a  piece  from  it; 
knowing  what  it  was,  he  snatched  the  remaining  part,  and  threw  it  into 
the  fire.  After  a  glass  or  two  of  ale,  the  two  went  off  in  the  gig.  At  the 
Greyhound,  in  Hulme,  the  deceased  fell  asleep,  and  was  left.  Shortly 
after  he  was  observed  by  the  people  of  the  house  to  foam  violently  at  the 
mouth,  and  endeavours  were  made  to  awaken  him,  without  success.  A 
surgeon  administered  an  emetic,  which  took  no  effect.  The  stomach- 
pump  also  proved  of  no  effect,  and  death  ensued.  He  had  not  spoken  a 
word  since  he  fell  asleep.  An  inquest  was  held  on  the  body— ^Verdict 
**.Insanity.*' 

.  Last  week,  in  Lancaster,  a  woman  named  Sarah  Parker^  wife  to  a 
debtor  in  the  gaol,  and  her  daughter  Amanda^  vged  l^t  were  found  one 
morning  on  their  bed,  weltering  in  their  blood.  Ttie  girl’s  throat  was 
cut  in  three  , different  places,  and  both  hands  shockingly  mangled,  in 
attempting  to  save  herself.  The  woman’s  throat  was  likewise  cut,  and  an 
incision  rnade  in  the  wind-pipe.  The,  woman  resisted  having  her 
wounds  dressed,  and  as  soon  as  that  on  her  throat  was  sewed  up,  she 
attempted  to  pull  the  stitches  out  again,  but  wa#  prevented.  The  girl 
has  since  stated,  that  her  mother  inflicted  the  wounds  whilst  she  was 
asleep,  and  (list  when  she  woke,  the  blood  flowing  into  her  throat,  she 
was  unable  to  cry  out.  Her  mother  cut  her  own  throat,  then  went  to  the 
lookinf^glass,  and  put  the  knife  into  the  wound  ;  that  she  struggled  for 
some  time  with  her,  and  succeeded  in  getting  the  knife  from  her;  that 
she  then  attempted  to  escape  down  stairs,  but  was  stopped  by  her  mother, 
and  dragged  to  the  bed*  The  wretched  woman  then  laid  down  beside 
livr  daughter,  and  in  that  state  they  were  found.  The  woman  since  has 
Mtempt^  to  starve  herself ;  but  on  the  doctor  threatening  to  force  meat 
iaio  her  stomach,  she  partook  of  food. — No  cause  can  be  assigned  for  the 
dreadful  act. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  at  the  Liverpool  Circus,  a  female  was  precipi¬ 
tated  from  the  gallery  into  the  pit,  and  alighted  upon  a  poor  woman 
sitting  there.  Not  even  the  persons  immediately  in  contact  with  the 
woman  who  fell  could  say  horo  the  accident  happened,  so  sudden  was  it. 
Slit  was  severely  bruised,  and  remains  in  a  dangerous  state ;  the  person 
upon  Wliom  she  fell  survived  only  a  short  time.— JfancAes/sr  Oaxetle, 

Six  thieves, sentenced  to  a  public  whipping  at  Lewes,  were,  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  lied  up  at  the  prison  gate.
